DETERMINED TO GO TO WORK

This conversation is probably one of several 
scores similar in meaning and effect which 
took place between masters of ships and owners 
of coal-yards yesterday moroing before the lat- 
ter had got the raw, new hands well at work. 

In his visit among other of the leading coal. 
merchants, the reporter found the idea quite

OTHER ATTEMPTS AT INTIMIDATION 
would be made during the day, and such men as 
presented themselves for the work were inva- 
table given to understand that the labor was 
not without its risks.

It is quite plain, indeed. that 
unless the ub ion men get back to work pretty 
goon they will find themselves superseded in 
their annual job by a set of men at least as ex- 
périenced and enduring as they are. 
THE POLICE 

detailed on the North Side, to the number of 
twenty-four, were stationed at different points 
along the North Branch, and at Law’s coal-vard 
on the pier, bot, with the exception of a single 
occasion, when their presence undoubtedly pre- 
vented 4 display of union bratdity and cow- 
ardice, they were not required to exercise their 
authority.

The 
reason why the apologist of the revenue 
frauds affects surprise at this exposure is 
that it reflects equally upon the Washington 
Revenue Bureau, where duplicates of the re- 
turnsarefiled. Supposeit does? Then it simply 
shows that there was carelessness in the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue at Washington as 
‘well as at the Collector's office where the 
duplication or the triplication occurred. 
There probably was such carelessness, and it 
was probably this circumstance which in- 
duced the President to ask for Mr. Dovaxass’ 
resignation as Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue. Mr. Dovanass, the Commissioner, re- 
signed; but Mr. Wapswortu, Collector of 
Internal Revenue for this district, hav- 
ing received a similar request, declines to 
resign, and the organ of the revenue corrup- 
tionists sustain him in this resolution. Can 
this be because one of the editors of the 
Inter-Ocean holds a Government office, and 
wants a precedent to act upon in case he 
should be asked to resign ? 


THE COAL-HEAVERS’ OUTRAGE. 
The violent demonstration on the part of 
the members of what is called the “‘ Coal- 
Heavers’ Union is another instance of the 
recklessness with which men sometimes defy. 
law, order, and the public interests, includ- 
ing their own. The labor of a coal-heaver 
requires strength, some experience, and 
powers of endurance. The labor consists 
of unloading a vessel of coal. The force is 
divided into shovelers, wheelers, and dump- 
ers. The shovelers go into the hold and fill 
the buckets ; these buckets are drawn up by 
horse-power and are dumped into wheg- 
barrows; the wheelers then wheel the coal 
to the place of deposit. The prices de- 
manded and exacted last year and the year 
before were: shovelers, 14 cents per ton; 
wheelers, 50 cents an hour; dumping, 50 
cents an hour. Hoisting, that is a horse and 
driver, about $5 per day. Fifty tons a day, 
or ten hours’ work, constitute an average 
days work. These rates, therefore, amount- 
ed to: shovelers, $7 per day; wheelers, $5 
per day ; dumpers, $5. The prices offered 
and now paid by Mr. Law, one of 
the principal dealers, is: shovelers, 
about 10 cents “per ton; wheelers, 
30 cents an hour; dumpers, 30 cents 
an hour; hoisting, the same, or an average of 
$3 per day. If those employed by the hour 
work longer, they get proportionate pay. At 
this price there are several thousands of unem- 
ployed men who will gladly accept the work. 
The Coal-Heavers’ Union, however, have de- 
cided that no member of the Union shall 
work at less than last year’s prices, and have 
further decided that no man shall work at 
the business unless he is a member of their 
Union or combination. 
A reason given for the unusual wages paid 
last year is, that the rates of freight were so 
nearly nominal that the contracts allowed 
but comparatively few hours in which the 
consignee was to unload the vessel, a heavy 
charge being made in the way of demurrage for 
any delay. As a consequence, the vessel had 
to be unloaded gt whatever cost, and the 
coal-heavers had a harvest. It is not claimed 
that coal-heaving is any more exhausting or 
requires more skill than hod-carrying, or the 
excavation and wheeling of blue clay and 
mud from foundations, and yet the price de- 
manded by the Union exceeds that paid for 
any kind of skilled labor. 
The defense by the coal-heavers is that 
their season of labor is a short one, extend- 
ing only from the middle of May to the first 
of December,—six months and a half of the 
year,—and that in this six months they must 
earn enough for the whole year. There is 
nothing in this reasoning that will not apply 
with equal force to any other kind of labor, 
skilled or unskilled, which is dependent on 
the weather and the season. All out-door 
labor is equally affected in the same way. It 
is an incident peculiar to common labor, and 
generally to all kinds of business. Men, how- 
ever, who labor during the season at dut-door 
work necessarily try and do supplement their 
earnings by working at other things at other 
seasons. There is hardly anything in the 
labor of coal-heavers which unfits them for 
working at anything else when there is no 
coal-heaving to be done; nor is there any 
reason why they should enjoy an exemption 
from the common lot of all men when they 
cannot get one kind of work to go to work at 
something else. That plea, therefore, has no 
special bearing in the case of coal-heavers ; 
and yet that is the only defense or extenua- 
tion that is offered for their lawless proceed- 
ings. 

Here let us say that we find no fault with 
any coal-heaver, or any other man who values 


and use violence or other unlawful means to 
compel men there engaged at work, and 
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sell their iron except at reduoed prices, pro- 
posed a reduction of wages. The puddlers 
struck, and would not allow other puddlers 
to work. The mills stopped ; this threw out 
of employment all the miners of ore; it 
threw out of em some 40,000 iron- 
makers and miners of coal ; this reduced the 
business of the railways, and reduced the 
number of their laborers ; and the result was, 
that the abortive effort of the puddlers put 
70,000 workmen out of work, and the most of 
them have remained out of work eversince. In 
the meantime the trade of Pittsburg fias been 
diverted to other places, and the cjty sub- 
jected to a damage which years 6f active in- 
The anthracite coal busizéss is a large one 
in Chicago. The country for hundreds of 
miles is supplied from this city. When the 
price of handling coal is so advanced in Chi- 
it can be handled at other lake ports 

cheaper than here, then the coal will go there 
for distribution instead of coming here. So 
Chicago will lose the trade and the coal- 
heavers the work. This coal trade gives em- 
ployment to many hundreds of other men, in 
the way of loading boats and cars; it gives 
freight business to the canal and railroads, 
all of which employment fails with the trans- 


fer of the coal trade to other points on the 


lake. Every addition given to the cost of 
handling coal is added with profit to the cost 
of coal to the consumers. Every addition to 
the price of anthracite coal warrants a cor- 
responding addition to the price of all other 
varieties of coal. So that when the coal- 


| heavers add 100 per cent to the cost of 


handling anthracite coal, thereby taxing con- 
sumers, the same advance follows in the re- 
tail price of all other coals which are not 
handled by the coal-heavers. 

The conduct of these men can, in no aspect 
of the case, be excused. They have placed 
themselves beyond sympathy by their brutal 
violence towards their fellow-workmen. They 
have sought to destroy labor by refusing men 
permission to work at what they deem iiberal 
and remunerative wages. They have at- 
tempted that which, if successful, would 
have driven an immense trade from this city, 
and added largely to the cost of every de- 
scription of fuel, and fuel is a most important 
item in the expenditures of every family of 
this city. When detected in any act of vio- 
lence to accomplish these ends, the perpe- 
trators should be prosecuted to the severest 
punishment.

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GEN. SHERMAN AND JEFF DAVIS. 

We print this morning a letter by Jurr 
Davis commenting on a passage in Suxr- 
Max's memoirs touching the assassination of 
President Laxconn. The particular passage 
which has excited the ire of Davis occurs on 
page 349 of volume 2 of the memoirs. By 
an arrangement, Gen. SHERMAN was to meet 
Gen. Jounston, then commanding the Rebel 
army in North Carolina, on the 17th of April. 
As he was entering the car at Durham on his 
way to this interview, the telegraph operator 
told him that an important dispatch in cipher 
was just then coming over the line. He 
waited until the dispatch was received and 
translated. It was from Mr. Srawron, an- 
nouncing the assassination of Mr. Lixcouy, 
the attempt on the lives of Mr. Szwazp and 
his son, and a suspicion that a like fate was 
designed for Gen. Grant and all the princi- 
pal officers of the Government. Gen. Sxer- 
man directed the operator to divulge the con- 
tents of the dispatch to no one until his re- 
turn. He kept the matter secret. He met 
Jomneron at the place appointed, and he 
thus describes what followed : 

As soon as we we were slone together, I showed him 
the dispatch announcing Mr. Lincoin’s assassination, 
and watched him closely. The perspiration came out 
in large drops on his forehead, and he did not at- 
tempt to conceal his distress, He denounced the act 
as n disgrace to the age, and hoped I did not charge it 
to the Confederate Government. I told him I 
could not believe that he, or Gen. Las, or the officers 
of the Confederate army, could possibly be privy to 
acts of aseaesination ; but I would not say as much for 
Jerr Davis, Gronda rns, and men af that stripe. 

This remark of Gen. Suenmanw was made 
within a few hours after he had heard of the 
assassination of the President, and, consider- 
ing all the civcumstarites of the case, was 
rather a mild expression of what was at the 
time a wide-spread belief. Davis was the 
recognized Canan of the Confederacy. It 
was he who inspired the whole Rebellion. It 
was he who had drawn the Southern poli- 
ticians into his scheme. His belief that he 
had succeeded to the mantle of Catnovun, 


and his ambition to be the founder of a new 


nation, led him on until he had enguifed 
the country, North and South, ina war of 
blood. He never at any time gave evidepce 
of the least kindness of heart, sym- 
pathy for suffering humanity, or the slightest 
disposition to end the dreadful strife save in 
a recognition of his own chieftainship. He 
was an embodiment of arrogance and selfish- 
ness. His favorite General distinctly pro- 
posed the general massacre of all opponents. 
Beavrecarp, who enjoyed the special favor 
of this man Davis, proposed to make assassi- 
nation a distinguishing feature of the War, 
and to raise the black flag. The Northern 
people had witnessed the dreadful massacre 
of their countrymen by assassination and 
the even more dreadful death by starvation 
in the prison at Andersonville. They had 
learned of the more wretched condition of 
the Union prisoners at Richmond, where the 
men were crowded and packed into small 
rooms; where they were starved or poisoned 


| by rotten food, and deliberately shot if they 


approached a window for fresh air; where 
they died by platoons and their corpses were 
left to keep company with the living,—all 
this they knew had taken place under the 
very eye of Jurr Davis, who was deaf to 
every appeal for the amelioration of their 
condition. Naturally, they looked upon him 
as an unfeeling, selfish man, capable of the 
most cold-blooded cruelty in the matter of 
war, and, in his defeat and overthrow, capa- 
ble of any act of revenge or violence 
prompted by disappointed ambition. 

Gen. Suxeman, in his remark to Jonxston 
at the first hearing of the assassination of 
Loox, but expressed in a very mild form 
an opinion very general throughout the 
country, that Davis was capable of many 
things which a soldier and a man of generous 
and noble impulses would spurn with horror. 

Mr. Davis has sunk in general estima- 
tion at the South almost as low as he is held 
at the North; and his wild and absurd at- 
tempts to keep himself from merited obliv- 
ion but add to the contempt which this par- 
ticular letter actually invites.

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PAYING OFF NATIONAL DEBTS. 

The propriety and possibility of paying off 
at least a part of the enormous debt of Great 
Britain is now engaging the thoughts of the 
first financiers and the prominent papers of 
England. The discussion has naturally drawn 
attention to the marvelous rapidity with 
which we have discharged our national in- 
debtedness. In 1865, President Jomnson de- 
clared that the debt ought to be paid off in 
thirty years. One-third of that time has now 
nearly passed, and more than one-fourth of 
the debt has been wiped out. Even during 
the period of financial depression since the 
panic, the policy of reduction has been stead- 
ily pursued. Since July 1, 1874, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury has redeemed nearly 
$12,000,000 of bonds. And the difference 
between the debts of 1865 and 1875 
by no means represents the real re- 
duction during the decade, Besides 
redeeming bonds, we have audited and paid a 
vast number of claims arising from the War 
and forming a floating-debt outside of the 
bonded one. There is a sharp contrast be- 
tween this picture and that drawn by the 
London Times of England's efforts to pay her 
debt. In 1817, st the close of the Napoe- 
onic wars, that debt was 4840, 000, 000. In 
about sixty years, England has paid less of 
this than the United States has paid in ten 
years. ‘The total reduction is only about 
£100,000,000. Sir Srarronp Norrucors, the 
present Finance-Minister of England, has 
now submitted a plan for the gradual ex- 
tin zishment of the £740,000,000 still owed. 
It is to be gradual indeed, for the average 
annual decrease would be only $10,000,000, 
at which rate the last farthing would be paid 
in A. D. 2245. Yet the wealthiest nation in 
the world is wondering whether it can stand 
this strain! 

A national debt is a national blessing in 
one way. It furnishes a means of safe in- 
vestment for trust-funds, for the savings of 
the inexperienced poor, etc. It may in some 
rare cases deter a nation from going to war. 
But outside this real and this dubious good, 
it is an unmitigated evil, a burden on the tax- 
payer, and a cause of corruption. Yeta too 
rapid discharge of such a debt may be anything 
but a national blessing. In this country, for 
instance, the payment of the debt might send 
a vast amount of our working capital abroad, 
and only part of it would return in the form 
of fresh investments. This objection, which 
is partly met by the fact that the taxes laid 
to discharge the debt would be paid in great 
part from the surplus devoted to idle luxury 
instead. of from the actual capital of the 
country, does not apply to England. The 
English consols are owned by Englishmen. 
Paying them off would merely transfer money 
from one set of Englishmen, who can use it 
productively, to another wet, the present 
bond-owners, who canndt. The latter would 
at once loan it, directly or indirectly, through 
banks, stock-investments, etc., to the former. 
The disturbanee of business would not be 
serious, and the temporary sacrifices of the 
tax-payer would relieve him of a permanent 
and heavy burden. 


TEMPERANCE IMPRACTICADLES. 

The absurdity and impracticability of the 
method of reform adopted by the recent Con- 
vention of the so-called friends of temper- 
ance are peculiarly and forcibly illustrated 
by their action upon the question of indors- 
ing reform clubs. A resolution was offered 
providing that the work done by the or- 
ganizations of reformed drunkards, known as 
the Reform Clubs of New England and Ili- 
nois, abundantly justifies the addition of this 
agency to those already operative in the tem- 
perance cause, and that we heartily recom- 
mend the organization of such clubs in every 
State.” Now here was something tangible 
and practical, something entirely out of the 
province of theories, something that has been 
tested and developed successful results, as is 
shown by the fact that these clubs in Maine 
and Massachusetts alone have a membership 
of 80,000. These are not 80,000 children who 
have signed the pledge, nor 80,000 temper- 
ance people who have agreed to remain ter- 
perate, but 80,000 drunkards who have 
banded themselves together and are working 
to save themselves and others. We havea 
similar organization in this city which is do- 
ing a good work, and which has often been 
commended by Tz Curcago Tarsunz. They 
are men who have suffered th body and mind, 
who have injured their families, who have 
lost their money, ruined their business and 
degraded ‘themselves, and brought their 
wives and children to the very doors of the 
Poor-House. If any one knows the evils of 
intemperance, they do. If any one knows 

w to fight these evils, they do. If any 
one deserves encouragement, sympathy, and 
direct assistance, they do. This fact being in- 
contestible, how did this Temperance Con- 
vention treat the resolutions and indorse and 
encourage them? It recommitted it, and 
then adjourned sine dis without ever recog- 
nizing it or calling for its consideration, but 
giving the remainder of its time to a squabble 
over woman suffrage, a stupid resolution to 
put down smoking and chewing of tobacco by 
legislation, and a vigorous and characteristic 
denunciation of Awwa Drtoxmsoy. They 
shoved this resolution out of sight because 
had no politics in it.

This Convention 
from first to last had howled, begged, im- 
plored, and demanded politics as the panacea 
for intemperance., No man or woman in it 
had recognized or allowed the efficacy of 
moral appeal, the strength of human agency, 
the power of prayer, or the co-operation of 
the Church. Why any of, them, therefore, 
should have taken exceptions to the policy 
indicated, expressed doubts about the piety of 
Miss Dicxrxson, and proposed prayers in her 
behalf, we cannot understand, except upon 
the assumption of that utter contempt of 
coherence and responsibility which charac- 
terizes the average woman who goes to con- 
ventions, orates, discusses, ang resolves. 
When this Convention met, Taz CMA 
Tarscwez hoped it would adopt some simple 
practical method of reform. This it has not 
done. On the other hand, before it had 
made any progress in any direction, it was 
evident that it was in the hands of woman- 
suffrage advocates and Spiritualists, which, 
of course, ended its usefulness at once. Con- 
sidering this fact, it is a matter for congrata- 
lation that the Convention has closed its 
heterogeneous and aimless labors. 


REPUBLICAN REFORM IN SOUTH CARO. 
LIBA. 


The Republican party has been held re- 
sponsible for every wrong ‘committed in 
South Carolina politics. It has undoubtedly 


been partly responsible for them, although 
the stubborn refusal of the white Democrats 


to take any part in politics and human nature, 


as exemplified in the ignorant blacks, both 
contributed greatly to the prevalent corrup- 
tion, and were both wholly beyond party 
control. The white Democrats, by keeping 
the negroes in slavery, incurred a great part of 
the responsibility they have succeeded in 
transferring to the shoulders of the Republi- 
can party. But since the party has been 
rightly and wrongly charged with the whole 
affair, it is only just that its efforts towards 
real reform in the Nazareth of American 
politics should receive due credit. Last 
fall, the South Carolina ‘Republicans 
elected CuamsBerLarn Governor. It may be 


that the previous career of this able man will 


not bear the closest scrutiny, but it is certain 
that his conduct as Governor has. been most 
exemplary, and that he has done more for 
his State, in the few months since he was 
inaugurated, than any other Southern Gov- 
ernor, native or Northern-born, has done for 
his. He fearlessly broke loose from those of 
his supporters who were dishonest. When a 
Judge was to be elected for the Charleston 
Circuit, the most important in the State, a 
colored gambler named Wir announced 
himself as the regular candidate. Cuamzzr- 
Lars openly opposed him, made a speech 
against him in his own eancus, and carried 
the election in favor of an honest man. 
Wurm was whipped. The Legislature 
soon after had to elect another Judge, this 
time to the Supreme Bench. Er- Gos. 
Moses presented himself as a candidate. 
His father, the Chief-Justice, electionééred 
for him vigorously, and he had the ardent 
support of Senator Parrerson and all his own 
old pals in knavery. Cnatfezntam’s iuflu- 
ence defeated him. An honest Judge was 
chosen.

e victim, Samuel Preston, a white man, 
was the keeper of the Seaboard Railroad bridge 
over the Roanoke River, between Weldon and 
Northampton, aod evidently was believed by his 
assassins to be in possession of a considerabie 
sum of money. Between 9 and 10 o'clock on 
tne night of the 17th of June last, some man or 
men went to his door and called to him to hurry 
and come out and take care of their herses at 
the stable on the hill, while they crossed the 
bridge. As thie was part of bis regular duty 
that he was accustomed to perform at every 
hour of the twenty-four, Mr. Preston went out 
without any suspicion. About twenty minutes 
or half an hour afterward, a negro, whom the 
girl identified as Austin Hill, came to the door, 
and, still standing outside, called to Mr. Pres- 
ton’s daughter: 

„ Miss Alice, your father wants you to send 
him out bis pocket-book right away.” 

The girl was about to comply with the 8 
when a ling moan wasiheardin the - 
ness witboat, aud her father staggered into the 
house and sank down, the blood spurting from 
a wound in his neck. Hill, the negro, on seeing 
him, disap Mr. Preston, on entering the 
house, only said: “Old Neis [the name by 
which he was accustomed to indicate Cornelius 
Williams] bas killed me.” He died in about two 
hours, being unable to utter any connected sen- 
teace, though he faintly — words, under- 
stood to be Austin Hill.“ two or three times. 

Williame and Hill were at once arrested, with 
Alfred Walker, another negro who was habituai- 
ly in their company. At the November term of 
the Superior Court for Northampton. County, 
they were brought up for trial before Judge 
Henry. The trial lasted five days. The prose- 
oution bad a somewhat difficult task to secure a 
conviction ; for alltheir testimony, with the ex- 
ceptioa of some circumstantial evidenec, was 
the dying man's exclamation that Old "Nelius ” 
had killed bim, bis unintelligible murmuring of 
Hill's name, and the presence of Hill at. the 
house to ask for Mr. Preston’s pocket-book. 
The jurv, however, considered the proof con- 
clusive as to Williams and Hill, who were found 
guilty and sentenced to death, but Walker was 
acquitted. 

Sentence of death was pronounced, to be car- 
ried into effect Dec. 18, On the 9th, the prise 
overs attempted to escape, and cut through the 
flooring of the jail with a kuife,with which some of 
their friends had supplied thom ; but they were 
discovered, overpowered, and placed in irons. 
Ao appeal to the Supreme Court wes taken, on 
the ground of exceptions to the Judge's charge, 
which secured a delay in carrying tha sentence 
into effect. The appeal was heard at the May 
term of the Supreme Court, when the Court de- 
clined to interfere. and ordered the prisoners to 
be resentenced and executed.

Noon came. The oxen and mules were un- 
hitched, and left to chew away at the lictie bun- 
dies of one noted there was no corn, 
and it seemed indeed a n diet even 
for the goed: that had oy fetched in the 
wagons. The negroes produ the little Junches 
they had brought for themselves, or bought at 
the bake-shops. Each family gathered together 
neat their wagons, squaited on the door-steps, 
and ate with as quiet satisfaction as did the oxen 
chewing at their fodder. Before sunset they all 
had gone. During their stay, I did not see a 
drunken man among them, nor hear any quarrel- 
ing nor loud talxing. They seemed content 
enough, but somehow they impressed me as only 
enjoying the holiday they made of it about as 
hard-worked horses might a half-day’s respite. 
There was, in fact, in all about them, such re- 
minder of long-worked, well- broke,“ docile 
creatures, that, when I thought of all that was 
laid vo their charge as to intractability and gen- 
eral worthiessness, the whole seemed 

SUPREMELY LUDICROUS, 
and I wondered how those complaining set about 
managing the negroes. But then I've been so 
often reminded that I didn’t understand the 
negro,—that nobody at the North did,—that I 
dismissed the whole subject as beyond my com- 
prehension. 

Somehow it suggested to me an incident dur- 
ing my stay at Mobile. There also I encountered 
him,—the gentleman, mot everywhere in the 
South, who assured me of the utter improvidence 
of the negro, his incapacity ever to take cara of 
Himself, and how be was, asa matter of fact, 
better off in every way when he was in slavery. 
The gentleman who was imparting this informa- 
tion for my benefit, and, through me, for the es- 
pecial behoof of the vast constituency of Tue 
TRIBUNE, was ove of the leading business-men 
of Mobile, and as well a planter, and member of 
the Conservative State Committee: of quite su- 
perior intelligeuce, too, I found him, and thor- 
oughly well-informed on current topics.

Bat the negroes realize no such sum in money. 
They have no credit, and, with the crop-failures, 
and the system under which they work, they, of 
course, at the beginning of the season, have no 
money. They must be supplied with something 
to eat while they make the crop. They get it 
corn-meal and bacon—from the planters ; and it 
is furnished either in store-orders, issued week- 
ly, or by the planter directly. In either case, it

that there isn’t Ae population evough in 
the State by half, and that white labor will not 
come to work in the cotton-fields; and they are 
endeavoring to induce it, and capital as well, to 
be employed in other channels,—stock farms. 
lumbering, the iron and coal mines (which 
abound in the northern parts of the State), fac- 
tofies, etc. Meanwhile, they are discussing the 
reclaiustion of the abandoned plantations which 
are wholly valucless for cotton or corn, by turn- 
ing them into pastures and embarking in stock- 
raising. The value and uses of fertilizers are 
discussed to a wide extent, ind many are alread 
being tried. From presen: indications. intelli- 
gent self-interest and newly-awakened enter- 
prise will, within the next decade, have redeem- 
ed much of the abandoned land, which is now 
estimated as higb as one-half the entire cleared 
acreage of the State. 

More hopeful is it that the schoolmaster is 
out among the négroes. That boys and girls 
growing up here, despite the ill results that must 
follow such breeding as will be theirs at the 
hands of the ignorant fleid-haud class, will bea 
decided improvement in miud and morals upon 
the present generation, cannot be doubted. I 
visited ove of their schools here. It is the best 
in the State, it is true, but it is also the best as 
showing the capacities of the negroes 

UNDER FAVORARLE CONDITIONS. 
It was established by the Freedmen’s Bureau 
and the American Mission Society jointly, and 
has been so well conducted that, in the last report 
of the Superintendent of Education, it is cited as a 
reproval to the whites, that fora time it was the 
best school in the best school-building, and the 
most successful in the State.

The Kansas scourge was called Hateful” 
by the late Mr. Walen, from its

It is described 
by him, in his first Illinois report, correctly, 4 
Coloptenus Spretus. It is of the order Orthop- 
tera, aod family Acridida, or, according to West- 
wood, Locusjide. It very nearly resembles our 
common red-legged locasts, Colopienus Femur 
Pubrum, one of the most common of our s- 
called grasshoppers. 

There u a long-legged, long-horned, and 
green tribe of insects, that may properly be called 
grasshoppers. These stridulate, or make their 
calls by means of their wings. They never con- 
gregate in swarms, and the female is provided 
With a scimitar-shaped ovipositor.

WERE NOT UNFOUNDED. 

To me this industrial problem che conditions 
under which there seems no chance remaining 
for the negro to attain to a weil-fed/ weli-ciad, 
well-housed condition—is by ali odds more seri- 
ous than all that pertains to his political well- 
being; and his political status can scarce be im- 
proved while he remains half-fed, half-clad, and 
housed like an animal. When 1 ponder it well, 
I do not wonder the negroes, with all their pas- 
sionate local attachments, are so ready to emi- 
grate, as lately was demonstrated in Tennessee; 
and I half-wonder if those in the North, who, 
not fully apprised of the situation, advise the 
vegro to go on working like a mule, to subsist in 
haif-starved fashion, littie if any better than a 
mule, are giving him precisely the advice that is 
needed. Happily for the South,—for else in- 
dustry here would close till a new people took 
possession of the country, or till the present 
population were starved into doing field-labor, —

VERY HUMBLE IN MIS ASPIRATIONS. 

I don’t believe he has ever cherished the no- 
tion of himself owning the big plantations and 
living in the grand style of his old masters. His 
golden dream—that with which the carpet-bag- 
gers lured bim to vote for them with all their 
thievery—has been to be the possessor, not of a 

reat plantation, but of forty acres and a mule ! 

‘he carpet-baggers held out to him the enticing 
prospect that the Government, or rather Gen. 
Grant,—for, to the negroes, he is the embodi- 
ment of the Government to this day,—would at 
least roward every good negro witha mule and 
40 acres ; and this fascinated the negro as

And, of all I saw that to aid in working out 
the reconstruction of this great Southern prob- 
lem rightly, naught impressed me as more 
quietly and surely doing rightly a full share of 
the work than the ‘‘nigger schools.” Every 
man here tells that the great trouble with the 
negroes will be with the next generation. Ask, 
„What's the matter?” aod the answer will be, 
„Ohl the young uns growing up won't work, 
and are good for nothing.” 

Do they go to school ?” I asked of several 
gentiemen who so expressed themselves. 

„Oh, yes! they are ready euough to go to 
school; most of them do,” was the answer, 
given as though that made the prospect, 
if anything, the worse as regarded the 
coming wegro. And I suspect it does. 
The boys who go to the “nigger schools” will 
hardly be content with field-work as it is now 
managed; and the girls will not work in the cot- 
ton-fields and live in the “ nigger quarters,” if 
they can possibly avoid it; and it is devoutly to 
be wished that, ere they quit school, they may 
bave learned enough to know bow to make their 
lot better than that of the present negro popu- 
lation; and that the negro, as au element of 
ignorance and corruption (as he unquestiouably 
has been sod is), will then have been forever 
eliminated from Southern politics.
